U.S. Planes, Copters 
Criss Cross Vietnam 
Searching For Cl 23 


SAIGON (AP) — U. S. planes 
and helicopters 
criss-crossed 
the mountains of central South 
Vietnam today, searching for 
the wreckage of two American 
C123 transport planes missing 
since the weekend with a total of 
38 Americans and 85 Viet­ 
namese aboard. 


One of the planes disappeared 
last Friday with six Americans 
and 73 Vietnamese aboard.

President Pledges 
To Retain Troops In 
European Countries 


BRUSSELS (AP) — President 
Nixon pledged today that the 
United States will not reduce its 
forces in Europe unless the 
Russians reduce theirs. 
Nixon made his pledge in a 
statement read by Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers to the 
winter meeting of the foreign 
ministers of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
“We have agreed,” 
Nixon 
said, “that NATO’s conventional 
forces must not only be main­ 
tained, but in certain key areas, 
strengthened. Given a similar 
approach by our allies, the 
United States will maintain and 
improve its forces in Europe and 
will not reduce them unless 
there is reciprocal action from 
our adversaries.”

Lifesaving Decals 
Now Being Issued 
By Fire Department 


The Red Bluff Fire Depart­ 
ment is issuing window decals to 
invalids as a lifesaver measure 
in case of fire. 
Residents finding difficulty in 
moving unaided are advised to 
obtain the distinctive red, white 
and black sticker from Fire 
Marshal Bob Johnson by placing 
a telephone call to the depart­ 
ment. 
The emblem should be placed 
on the window facing the street. 
During 
an 
em ergency, 
firefighters will see the marker 
and take steps to effect a rescue 
where necessary. 
When emblems are issued, 
names of the recipients are 
taken and placed in a card index 
file. 
Then, when an alarm sounds, 
a swift check may be made to 
see if a handicapped person 
resides at that location. 
Experts claim the system has 
been 
responsible for saving 
many lives.

rise” by 300,000 persons of Medi- 
Cal recipients. 
About 2.4 million persons now 
are eligible for the program, 
instituted by the legislature in 
1965 to provide “mainstream 
medical care” for the state’s 
indigent and poor. 
Half of the $140 million deficit 
involves state money. The 
program is financed jointly by 
the federal and state govern­ 
ments. 


Dr. Brian, director of the State 
Office of Health Care Services, 
said the cutbacks will economize 
$70 million by trimming all fees 
of doctors, pharmacists, nursing 
homes and most other medical 
providers by 10 per cent and by 
putting tough new restrictions 
on routine treatment, such as 
obtaining of eyeglasses, hearing 
aids and dental work. 
Brian said Wednesday the fee 
cuts are expected to spur “a

Tehama City Council Studying 
Possibility 
Of Zoning Ordinance

TEHAMA — The city council 
here last night decided to look 
into the possibility of forming a 
planning commission and in­ 
stituting zoning. 
The proposal, which included 
the possibility of permitting 
mobile homes, was put over 
until next month’s meeting, but 
council members indicated 
interest in it. The city now has 
an ordinance prohibiting mobile 
homes. 
Bids were opened last night on 
repairing damage to the city 
streets caused by the floods of 
last winter, a project for which 
$18,000 in federal money had 
been approved. Low bid was 
$12,309, made by W estside 


Construction of Orland. 
High bid was by Butte Creek 
Rock Co. 
of Chico, 
$21,840. 
Others were North 
Valley 
Construction Co., Redding, 
$17,883; Walter H. Lindeman, 
Red Bluff, $16,385; Robinson 
Construction Co., Oroville, 
$15,570; and J. F. Shea Co., 
Redding, $13,850. The proposals 
were turned over to the city 
engineer, Ed Anderson, for 
examination, and an adjourned 
meeting was set for next 
Wednesday at 5:15 p.m. to make 
the award. 
Regulations under which the 
federal money is received 
require that the work be done by 
Feb. 16, it was explained. 
The council agreed to a 


proposal by Mayor C. 
A. 
Stromsness that the city offer 
the Los Molinos Unified School 
District a token payment of $25 
and agree to pay advertising 
costs for a 40 by 40 feet plot of 
the Tehama school ground for a 
new city well, to be drilled with 
funds secured through a state 
Davis-Grunsky loan. The motion 
was 
m ade by Councilman 
Harold Belbeck and seconded by 
Councilman Marty Drake. 
Proposals for applying for 
government flood insurance and 
for forming a one-block district 
for undergrounding utility wires 
were passed by, for the present, 
at least.

Involuntary Trust 
KY DEFENDS VISIT 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — Vice 
President Nguyen Cao Ky of 
South Vietnam says he didn’t 
come to the United States to sell 
this country on 
continued 
military or economic aid. 
Ky, who winds up a 17-day 
tour of the states today with a 
scheduled stopover in Hawaii en 
route to Saigon, told audience of 
about 1,000 Wednesday he 
wasn’t trying to convince them 
that continued U. S. aid to his 
war-torn country is needed. 


LEADERS RAKE NIXON 
WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
- 
Democratic leaders of Congress 
raked the Nixon administration 
today for what they called futile, 
insipid economic policies based 
on “ after-the-fact hands - 
lapping and fingerpointing.” 
Administration policies, they 
said, were propelling the nation 
deeper into recession and the 
only solution is an immediate 
wage-price freeze followed by 
tough presidential enforcement 
of new economic guidelines. 


SINCERITY QUESTIONED 
WASHINGTON (AP) — A 19- 
year-old Wisconsin girl honored 
by President Nixon with a medal 
for public service, told him 
today she questioned his sin­ 
cerity “until you get us out of 
Vietnam.” 
Debra Jean Sweet, one of four 
young people presented medals 
for bravery or service by Nixon 
at a White House ceremony, 
seized the chance to lecture the 
chief executive. 


MIG PILOT DEFECTS 
SEOUL (AP) — A North 
Korean pilot landed his MIG 15 
jet fighter in South Korea today 
and said he wanted to defect, the 
Defense Ministry announced. 
It said North Korean Air 
Force Maj. Park Sung-koo was 
guided by South Korean jet 
fighters to the airfield at Kan- 
song, 95 miles northeast of Seoul 
and 
just 
south 
of 
the 
demilitarized zone, after his 
plane was spotted on radar. 


COMMUNIST SUMMIT 
BERLIN (AP) — The Soviet 
Bloc summit meeting in East 
Berlin lasted only one day and 
announced full agreement on all 
subjects discussed but gave no 
details. Meanwhile, the Western 
Big Three again protested the 
latest interference with West 
Berlin traffic. 


PRISONER ISSUE 
PARIS (AP) — Ambassador 
David K. E. Bruce hammered at 
the prisoner of war issue at the 
Paris peace talks today and 
challenged the V ietnam ese 
Communist delegates to prove 
their claims that prisoners are 
being humanely treated. 
Addressing the 93rd plenary 
session of the conference, Bruce 
called for impartial inspection 
of prisoner of war camps, saying 
that failure to allow such in­ 
spection “ has raised grave 
suspicions about the treatment 
these men receive. 


HUGHES IN BAHAMAS 
LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - 
Billionaire industrialist Howard 
Hughes, who arrived here in 
secrecy on a private train four 
years ago and rapidly became 
the state’s No. 
1 
gambling 
casino owner, has left just as 
mysteriously. 
Aides said Hughes, 64, who 
painstakingly avoids the public 
eye, went to the Bahamas for 
what they called a combined 
vacation-business trip.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — If 
George C. Wallace runs for 
president in 1972, the American 
Independent Party in California 
will put his name on the state 
ballot, the party’s state chair­ 
man says. 


Bertha E. Wiseman has filed a 
complaint in Tehama County 
Superior Court against her 
brother, Ralph E. Marshall, 
seeking establishment of an 
involuntary trust to administer 
the $13,745.98 net proceeds from 
sale of a house belonging to their 
mother, Luella Marshall.

Small Crowds Greet 
Pope In Jakarta 
On 16-Hour Visit 


JAKARTA (AP) — Pope Paul 
VI landed in Jakarta today for a 
16-hour visit, but the capital of 
mostly 
Moslem 
Indonesia 
turned out only small crowds at 
the airport and along his route 
through the city. 
The crowd was expected to 
pick up tonight when the Pope 
celebrates Mass in ^ sports 
stadium. A throng of 100,000 was 
predicted. 
An official welcoming party 
headed by President Suharto 
and about 500 schoolgirls and air 
force cadets were at the airport 
to cheer the 73-year-old pontiff 
as he completed the seven-hour 
flight from Sydney, Australia. 
Appearing rested and in good 
health on the sixth stop of his 
25,000-mile 
trip, 
the 
Pope 
thanked 
Suharto 
for 
his 
welcome and praised Indonesia 
as a land known for its religious 
tolerance.

Sacramento River 
Study Completed 


Authorization 
has 
been 
completed for a U. S. Corps of 
Engineers survey of bank 
protection and erosion control 
all along the Sacramento River, 
Congressman Harold T. “Bizz” 
Johnson messaged today from 
Washington. 
He said the authorization is for 
$250,000 to carry the study out. 
The next step is appropriation of 
the funds, request for which has 
been placed in the fiscal 1972 
budget, which goes to the 
congress next month. 
Johnson said he proposed the 
study of the river from Shasta 
Dam 
southward 
after 
the 
damaging floods of last January 
and February. He pointed out 
that the river is being used as a 
canal to carry government 
project water, and contended 
that for that reason bank 
protection is a government 
responsibility. 
The Sacramento River study 
was included in the 1970 omnibus 
rivers and harbors and flood 
control authorization bill upon 
which the House Public Works 
Committee com pleted action

Neurological Center 
Now In Operation 


LOS ANGELES — UCLA’s 
new Reed Neurological Center, 
one of the nation’s leading basic 
and 
clinical 
facilities 
on 
diseases of the nervous system, 
is now in operation. 
Emphasis at the Reed Center 
is 
on 
little 
understood 
neurological diseases for which 
present treatment methods offer 
little hope, according to Dr. 
Augustus S. 
Rose, 
Centér 
director and professor and 
chairman of neurology at the 
UCLA Medical School. 
Of particular interest in this 
category is multiple sclerosis, a 
principal area of investigation. 
This disorder is particularly 
devastating because it' com­ 
monly strikes young adults in 
their prime with little or no 
earning. It produces variable 
unpredicatable paralyses, 
in­ 
coordination, tremor, spasticity 
and 
other 
neurological 
manifestations which may come 
and go for a time. 
The prevalence of multiple 
sclerosis varies with climate 
and other unexplained factors. 


It is one of the commonly-seen 
neurological disorders of the 
United States and Europe, but 
no treatment has been found 
which promises success. 


Efforts to transmit multiple 
sclerosis to animals have not 
been successful, thus making 
research more difficult. Most 
present investigators now think 
it is most likely a disturbance of 
the mechanisms of immunity or 
else a manifestation of “slow 
viruses” or possibly a com­ 
bination of these. 


The Reed Center has an ampie 
out-patient 
clinic. 
Twelve 
hospital beds are also available 
for research patients. However, 
the majority of the eight-level, 
75,000-square-foot structure is 
devoted to specialized research 
laboratories. 
Other investigations at the 
Reed Center are concerned with 
myasthenia gravis, muscular 
dystrophy, 
Parkinsonism , 
epilepsy, neuroendocrinological 
disturbances and viral disease 
of the nervous system.

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Are Supervisors Shirking Duties? 


Supervisor Rudolph Brodnansky said this week, “We can’t 
shirk our responsibilities.” He was referring to fellow supervisor 
Jam es Byrne, who he said was derelict in his duties bv not at­ 
tending the last four board of equalization meetings, which 
Brodnansky said he is required to do. 


A question arises whether the entire board of supervisors is 
shirking its duties. Several board actions in recent weeks take on 
the appearance of back-room decisions, thereby not giving the 
public the time or opportunity to study the issues or voice opinions 
on them. 


One case in point is the recent enabling ordinance creating the 
post of County Public Defender. At the most, the vote was taken 
less than five minutes after the proposal was made. We do not feel 
the supervisors are that hasty in making such an important 
decision. Therefore we must assum e that the subject was discussed 
outside the chambers. 


A second case in point arose at this week’s supervisors meeting 
when suddenly a board order was issued rescinding last week’s 
rescinding resolution opposing support of the proposed Cottonwood 
Creek project and reinstating an original resolution supporting the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers proposed construction of two dams 
in northern Tehama County. 
Three supervisors supported last 
week’s resolution, then this week suddenly switched camps and by 
a 4-1 vote reinstated the original resolution. 


Moreover, the Daily News was told by one supervisor before 
the meeting the rescinding resolution would be defeated, without 
public discussion. 


Perhaps the board would benefit by returning to its short-lived 
policy of refraining from passing resolutions or making ap­ 
pointments for at least a week’s period of time. This would allow 
the m atter to be m ore thoroughly studied, and will give the public 
an opportunity to voice views on the subject. 


Supervisor Byrne pointed this out to the board this week. He 
said the board had established a policy of withholding decisions for 
a one-week period. 
This did not hold true at the board’s last 
meeting when, by a 4-1 vote the board issued a order rescinding 
Byrne’s rescinding resolution on the Cottonwood Creek project. He 
argued that there have been no public hearings on the project in 
Tehama County. 
It is apparent the public was denied an op­ 
portunity, to express opinions. 


A question also arises as to why the clerk of the board was 
directed to withhold mailing Byrne’s resolution to the interested 
agencies until after this week’s meeting, at which his rescinding 
resolution was overturned. 
In her letter to Chairman Rudolph 
Brodnansky, clerk Pat Davis wrote: “—As I understand it, it is 
your directive that I do not deliver a copy of the resolution passed 
on Nov. 25, 1970, relative to the Cottonwood Dam until further

The most ominous overtures 
have been made to certain 
Japanese leaders. A harnessing 
of Japanese industrial power 
with Chinese manpower, it is 
suggested, would form a super 
power equal to the United States 
or Soviet Union. 
This column has spoken to 
various Asian 
leaders about 
Peking’s new Asia-for Asians 
line. One who was willing to be 
quoted, P resid en t F erdinand 
M arcos of the Philippines, 
confirmed that he had received 
the “We are all Orientals” pitch. 
There was no question, he said, 
that the 
message came in­ 
directly from Peking. 
The specter of a Japanese- 
Chinese alliance, he added, has 
caused deep concern among 
Asian leaders. 
“ If the Chinese and Japanese 
ever get together,” he said, 
“ and combine the industrial 
capability of Japan with the 
manpower of China, then look 
out.”

This led to the famous leak of 
Hickel’s letter to the President 
and a bristling exchange bet­ 
ween the two staffs.

Sometimes there is the pos­ 
sibility that the condition was 
known, but then just forgot­ 
ten. 
Modern methods of diagno­ 
sis are accurate enough for 
your doctor to know that your 
present 
condition 
may 
be 
based on rheum atic fever in 
childhood. 
The speculation about this 
is not nearly as im portant as 
the fact that you are being 
treated and observed by your 
doctor.

Overeating rarely calls the 
doctor’s attention to the fact 
th at such a parasite may be 
harbored. Other symptoms are 
more significant in establish­ 
ing a diagnosis. 
There are now a number of 
excellent chemicals and drugs 
that are most effective against 
this and other types of p ara­ 
sitic diseases and intestinal 
worms.

Representatives (it used to be 
called the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities) issued 
a report a month or so back 
called “A Limited Survey of 
H onoraria

G uest 
Speakers for Engagements at 
Colleges and Universities.” The 
report is, essentially, a rosterof 
120 names of men and women 
who spoke at selected colleges 
during the preceding academic 
year, and are, in the words of the 
ch airm an , 
“ known radical 
revolutionaries.” How do we 
define 
a 
“ known radical 
revolutionary?” The Committee 
defines you as such if you are 
“affilated” with any one of 12 
organizations 
listed 
by 
said 
Committee as subversive. 
What happened then was that 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union went to a District Court 
judge insisting that the Com­ 
mittee had no right to publish 
such a list. To everyone’s sur­ 
prise, 
the judge 
issued 
a 
restraining order on the Com­ 
mittee, enjoining it (and the 
Government 
Printing 
Office) 
from publishing the report, on 
the grounds that the Committee 
w as 
not 
pursuing a 
valid 
legislative mandate. The Justice 
D epartm ent has appealed the 


jud g e’s 
ruling, 
and 
it 
is 
generally 
supposed 
that 
the 
higher courts will overrule him. 
Meanwhile, the identity of the 
speakers is well known, the New 
York Times having printed the 
list in full. A few observations: 
1. The Committee is clearly 
within its rights. Its “duties” 
under the law, require it to 
“ make investigations” of the 
“character” 
and 
“activities” 
within the United States of such 
“ organizations” and “ th eir 
members, agents, and affiliates, 
(as) seek to establish or assist in 
the 
establishm ent 
of, 
a 
totalitarian dictatorship within 
the United States, or to over­ 
throw or alter . . . the form of 
government of the United States 
. . . by 
force, 
violence, 
treachery, espionage, sabotage, 
insurrection, or any unlawful 
m eans.” 
Among 
the 
organizations whose “affiliates” 
the Committee focused on in the 
current inquiry, are the Com­ 
munist Party and the Black 
P an th ers. It would g reatly 
surprise, and greatly offend, 
members of these organizations 
to 
suggest 
th at 
they 
a re 
otherwise bent than on altering 
the form of government of the 
United States by any means 
whatsoever. 
2. On the other hand, the 
Committee did a truly lousy job. 


For one thing, it was inaccurate. 
For instance, the ululator Nat 
Hentoff is listed, and his af­ 
filiations are given with three 
organizations, with which in fact 
he is not affiliated, or so he 
claims and there is no reason to 
disbelieve him. For another, the 
mix has so many ingredients it 
loses any genuine flavor. One of 
the revolutionaries listed is 
Cassius Clay. Cassius Clay is a 
black separatist, who preaches 
to 
college 
audiences 
the 
disutility of violence, outside the 
ring. 
John C. Bennett, of the Union 
Theological Seminary, comes in 
as a revolutionary because he 
belonged to the committee that 
urged the abolition of HUAC. No 
doubt that committee was in­ 
filtrated, or who knows even 
conceived, by Communists. But 
Dr. Bennett is not a Communist; 
and rem em ber,

is 
not 
supposed to be a list of dupes 
who travel w ith the Com ­

CAPE TOWN, South Africa - 
Not long ago in Washington, a 
colleague of mine remarked of 
the whites of South Africa, “Why 
don’t they just get out and give 
the country back to the blacks?” 
Of course this colleague knew 
nothing about the country, for it 
never belonged to the blacks — 
at least not those here now — 
any more than it did to the 
whites. 
The only indigenous peoples 
with whom the first whites came 
into contact were the Bushmen 
and Hottentots. 
The former 
were in the process of being 
ruthlessly exterminated by the 
less primitive Hottentots. The 
Bushmen were not entirely 
wiped out because of the in­ 
tervention of the white man. 
There are still small clans of 
both races living in remote 
areas, but over the years most 
have joined with other races to 
help create the Coloured people 
of today — a distinctive com­ 
munity. 
Western civilization came to 
South Africa in 1652, when the 
Dutch 
East 
India 
Co. 
established a station here at 
Cape Town to provide fresh food 
and vegetables for the fleets on 
voyages 
between 
the 
Netherlands and the East In­ 
dies. 
Later, in 1688, the French 


came, followed by the British in 
1820, and the Germ an im ­ 
migrants in 1859. Mainly from 
these four streams has grown 
the white South African nation of 
today — 
a nation in its own 
right, speaking two official 
languages — English 
and 
Afrikaans. 
As the whites moved inland 
and northward, they met and 
fought with the Bantu tribes 
(forefathers of present blacks) 
who were migrating southward. 
This was in the latter part of the 
17th century. 
Both the whites and Bantu 
may, therefore, be said to be 
im m igrants. Neither has a 
superior claim to be the first 
residents of what is now South 
Africa. After the British frontier 
wars of the late 18th and 19th 
century had ended, the whites 
and the Bantu each kept the 
territories in which they had 
settled, and which became their 
respective homelands. 
The Indians came to Natal as 
indentured laborers on the sugar 
plantations. Today, prosperous 
merchants, brokers, lawyers, 
doctors, 
builders 
and 
in­ 
dustrialists 
are 
num bered 
among the ranks of Indian South 
Africans. 
For nearly a century, a state- 
aided plan has been in effect to 
repatriate Indian South Africans 
to the mother country, India. 
Few have taken the offer. 


South 
Africa 
becam e 
a 
republic in May, 1961, after 
having been a Union under the 
British Empire since 1910. The 
country has the Parliamentary 
form of government. 
Basic to South Africa’s politics 
is the policy of apartheid, or 
separate development for the 
races. The plan is to have a 
number of Bantu nations within 
the country which will even­ 
tually have nearly complete 
independence. 
Spokesmen for the govern­ 
ment, and others, tell me that 
s e p a r a t e 
d e v e l o p m e n t 
recognizes the long established 
nationhood of the white people, 
and at the same time recognizes 
the right of self-determination of 
each of the separate Bantu 
peoples, and provides for full 
self-government. 
The focal 
points 
of their 
political development are their 
homelands which they originally 
settled and which are still theirs 
today. 


River Pipelines For Pollution Control

riverbed pipeline on waterways 
running into the Sacramento 
River could end pollution in 
Northern California, and the 
concept 
could 
be 
applied 
through out the state. 
Reinecke said Wednesday 
funds from a recently approved 
$200 million state bond issue 
could be used for a feasibility 


study of the project. He has 
proposed the concept for a 
number of years. 
He 
said 
an 
underw ater 
aqueduct down the Sacramento, 
Feather, American, Yuba, San 
Joaquin and other rivers could 
bring effluent and sewage to a 
main treatment plant near the 
mouth of the Sacramento River, 
above San Pablo Bay, which 
flows into San Francisco Bay.

If you’ll take a gander in the December issue of Reader’s 
Digest you will find a most interesting article by Jam es Nathan 
Miller and Robert Simmons on the crisis on our rivers in the United 
States. It discusses turning wild and beautiful rivers into ugly 
canals by the activities of the U. S. Corps of Engineers and other 
bureaucracies. Well worth a fisherman’s time to read. 
While the waters are flowing over the banks and we wait for 
them to recede, it’s a good time to sit by the fireside and do other 
things that suit our fancy. Couldn’t help noticing the cartoon on the 
editorial page of the Daily News where Bill Mauldin showing a 
factory destroying a river. Also, it showed a plant executive telling 
another fellow that “I’m trying to make enough money to get away 
from all this.” 
The message was well conveyed. It’s so often true that our 
society has exploited this good earth to such an extent that it’s not 
really the land of many uses anymore — only certain uses. Perhaps 
Mauldin was trying to show us that we are poisoning ourselves and 
the rivers to such an extent that only the well-paid executive can 
afford to get away to that greener pasture of unspoiled'terrain. 
Maybe he was also trying to convey the fact that there has been a 
trend for industrial polluters to ignore their responsibility for 
cleaning up their own contamination. 
We know full well, of course, that industry doesn’t stand alone 
in the exploitation of our environment. Take sporting magazines 
for instance. Years past they have shown dozens of articles with 
pictures showing successful hunters and fishermen reaping the 
harvest with large stringers of dead fish and large heads to hang on 
the wall. 
The term “This land is yours” , bears great meaning these 
days. It appears that it is us who are burdened with its survival. We 
wonder if there is sufficient time to convince more politicians to 
swing over for the cause of environment. 
The defects in our system of government and way of life are 
spilling over. What is termed progress today? You tell me. . . The 
so-called silent partners of environmental destruction are quickly 
being identified by their voting records in the legislature. 
Of special interest to the U. S. Fish and Wildlife was the recent 
and historical dismissal of Secretary of the Interior Walter J. 
Hickel. Was he getting too hard on the oil interests? Soon after such 
a dismissal we note a large fire and oil spill into the Gulf of Mexico. 
It is apparent that fishermen all over the world including the 
commercial fishermen, will look to those candidates for public 
office who will do something for the environment. 
Now before I get down off the soap box I call your attention to a 
direct example of environmental destruction that is not just so 
recent. Only the work is recent. On the Navajo Indian Reservation 
they are strip mining coal in the area. 
God help any stream containing fish life around. The Indians 
feel they were buffaloed into the contract and now want to cancel it 
for the sake of théir lands. We hope they succeed. 
Of all people in America, the Indians have been cheated and 
exploited so much we could never repay them. As General Taylor 
once said: “An Indian Reservation is a parcel of worthless land set 
aside for the Indians and surrounded by White thieves.” Today we 
can see that this destructive neglect and exploitation of the 
American Indian and his land, is land and waters we are talking 
about.

Battle In 
Court Still 
Faces Ali 


WASHINGTON (AP) — While 
Muhammad Ali is training for a 
return to Madison Square 
Garden, 
his 
lawyers 
are 
preparing for a court battle 
which could be his last big fight 
for a while. 
It has been nearly 3Vi years 
since Ali, born Cassius Clay, 
was convicted of refusing in­ 
duction into the armed services. 
The long struggle that followed 
has kept him out of jail so far, 
but until last October it had kept 
him out of the boxing ring as 
well. 
Ali continues his return to 
boxing Monday night in the 
Garden 
against 
Oscar 
Bonavena. 
His legal fight is back before 
the Supreme Court, which is 
deciding whether to hear yet 
another appeal. A negative 
decision at this point could cut 
short Ali’s ring comeback. 
A decision is not expected 
before January. 
The long delay 
between 
conviction and a final decision 
has raised howls of protest from 
war hawks, veterans groups and 
others who complain it shouldn’t 
take so long to go to jail. 
Lawyers on both sides of the 
case hotly deny any charges that 
the system of judicial reckoning 
has been soft on Ali who gave up 
his heavyweight boxing crown 
rather than fight with a gun. 
Justice Department officials 
here m erely 
point to the 
chronology of litigation when 
asked why Ali is still free so long 
after his sentencing. 
Even after 3Vi years, time is 
critical since promoters already 
envision a $7 million cham­ 
pionship bout between Ali and 
heavyweight title older Joe 
Frazier early next year.

Area management is now finally realizing that knowing what 
makes skiers tick may well be the industry’s key to profit in this 
day of rapidly changing values, interests, and personal needs. 
Gone forever are the days when the area manager could ask a 
few questions of skiers in the lift lines and then make profitable 
marketing decisions. He can no longer drive around and check out 
the competitors’ parking lots and then take appropriate action and 
make meaningful promotional decisions. 
Today we must go deeper inside the skiing consumer if we are to 
be competitive. Many studies are being made these days and 
probably the most interesting question being asked by the research 
people is “Just why do people ski?” This is a very complicated 
question. Ask yourself “Why do I ski?” or “Why would I want to 
learn to ski?” . 
Several interesting market surveys have come up with some 
answers to this question. I have combined them to collectively give 
the reader an idea of just why people do ski. The largest percentage 
(34) said they skied because it was a physical outlet into the world 
of “man versus the elements” or man pitted against himself, which 
aligns with the competitive spirit in all of us. 
Roughly 30 per cent said it was for “camaraderie” which is 
primarily meeting and being with people of similar interests both 
on and off the slopes. 20 per cent said it was for personal expression 
and being alone with yourself totally independent with no worry of 
partners or teammates. 
People who are individualistic are more inclined to be fanatic 
skiers than those who tend toward the middle of the road. The 
remaining 16 per cent said they skied because they felt skiing gave 
them an escape from pollution oriented cities and towns and a 
return to nature and to a more esthetic experience. This percentage 
should increase as the move toward an acute awareness of our 
environment grows. 
The Lassen Park Ski Area experienced heavy snowfall over the 
week which will enable us to open the 1970-71 ski season this 
weekend. The forecast is for more snow and continued cold tem­ 
peratures which should make for excellent skiing. If you don’t ski 
and want to learn, try Lassen where free introductory lessons are 
given under the direction of “Rock” McClellan, Chico High 
School’s football coach and former Red Bluff athlete.

Ray Hunsberger, who lives on 
F St. between Fourth and Fifth, 
complained to the council that 
there is inadequate drainage 
there. Mayor Stromsness told 
him that the flood damage 
repair being 
instituted may 
improve 
the

somewhat, but that no new work 
is proposed at this time. 
Ranchers 
Ed Dutro and 
Jam es Lauderdale discussed 
with the council possible future 
work to relieve flooding from 
McClure and Rodeo Creeks. 
Mayor Stromsness offered to 
“initiate correspondence with 
Mr. (Congressman Harold T.) 
Johnson and the Corps of 
Engineers, too,” to seek relief. 
The council accepted. 
Councilwoman Audrey Fox 
proposed that a poll be taken of 
sentiment on mobile homes by 
mailing cards with water bills, 
and Belbeck voiced approval of 
the idea. It was put off, however, 
when the decision was made to 
discuss zoning. Stromsness had 
suggested that the city might 
want to permit mobile homes in 
either all of the city or just part 
of it. His suggestion presup­ 
posed that setback, lot size and 
other building site standards 
would apply. 
The mobile home proposal 
brought on some debate, but 
there was no immediate op­ 
position to the planning com­ 
mission and zoning proposal. 
Stromsness suggested that north 
of the railroad might be con­ 
sidered for an industrial zone, C 
and D Sts., for commercial, 
south of D and along the river 
for residence, and possibly a 
mobile home zone in the south­ 
west part of the city. There was 
no discussion of that.
